; A Southern Man. 

. Yor Dr. Nelson, it must not be overlooked, 
is suuthern by birth, by descent and by senti- 
ment. His great-grandfather, General Thomas 
Nelson, was governor of Virginia; his grand- 
father played a prominent part in the affairs 


of that commonwealth, and his father is lov- | 


ingly remembered by a host of Virginians, 
scattered in all parts of the country, as a suc- 
cessful educator in Albemarle county, in that 


@iate, where the bishop-elect was born an May 


23,1852, It was under his father’s caréful 
instruction that his early education was ob- 
tained, he remaining at his school until he 
Was past sixteen’years of age. Then he took 
a four years’ classical course at St. John’s cel- 


-lege, Aunapolis, where his uncle was vice 


president. His theological studies were pur- 
sued almost entirely in private, he merely tak- 
ing a lecture course of three. months at Berke- 
ley Divinity school, Middletown, Conn., after 
being ordained to the deaconate. 

In various sections of the Oldj{Dominion Dr. 
Nelson’s relatives reside. In South Carolina, 
too, he has family connections, lis mother 
being a Charleston lady. When he sought a 
bride he also came southward, and in Mary- 
land he was married to Miss Matthews, a lady 
connected with many southern families of 
prominence. 

“So you see,” said he laughingly to the rep- 
resentative of Toe CONSTITUTION, as he ran 
over the list, ‘I really ought to feel an interest 
in the south ; don’t you think so? Some one 
has said, you know, that a man is never so 
happy as when he isin the land of his ances- 
tors, in the section with which all their inter- 
ests were identified. I have been deprived of 
this pleasure to a considerable extent, my 
visits to the south having been infrequent, and 
never extending beyond Columbia, 8. C., 
where I have relatives. I haye affvays felt a 
strong desire to make a tour of the south, and 
some day, perhaps, the wish will be gratified." 

“After you become a resident of Geergia, 
doctor, you may have that opportunity.”

No Insuperable Obstacle. 

The doctor’s, f became grave, and he 
looked out over the street, along whicha 
number of people were passing. Perhaps 
among them were some of his beloved parish- 
toners. When he spoke, it was slowly, as if 
he was endeavoring to shut out his gurround- 
ings and bring himself face to face with this 
crisis of his life, and consider it calmly, unin- 
fluenced by the affectionate impulses that 
they aroused. 

“The work here,”’ he said, “is in such a 
shape now that we could make more progress 
in the next two or three ypars than in the past 
tén. A fine church edifice has been completed 
ata cost of $70,000 and is entirely free froin 
debt; guilds have been organized and are in 
fine working order ; our chapels are flourishing ; 
hew people are coming in—taken altogether, 
indeed, the parish is in a most interesting 
condition and I should hate to leave it. I 
could depart now, though, with less injury to

A Model Parish. 


His present parish is one of the most impor 
tant in central Pennsylvania. Nearly half of 
the diocesan officers are taken from it. In all 
there are about twenty-five hundred Episco- 
palians under hiseharge. He has one as- 
sistant. The salary is $2,500 with the rectory. 
As Dr. Nelson said, he has all that a man 
needs, and every reasonable request that he 
makes is cheerfully complied with. While his 
own parishoners revere him, the entire people 
of Bethlehem, irrespective of faith, esteem 
him as a man worthy of all confidence. 

“If man were in trouble,” said one gentle- 
man in speaking of him, “tf he peeded human 
sympathy and advice; if he yearned for some 


expression of consideration, for some words 


that would lift him above his burden—no 
matter whatit might be--he would instinctively 
turn to Dr. Nelson, if he knew him, and there 
find the kind friend and judicions counsellor 
soughtfor, Heisamanwho delights in dth- 
ers’ joys, and is capable of feeling the deepest 
sorrow at others’ griefs, Thoroughly sympa- 
thetic in nature, all mem warm toward him, 
and there are few who meet him who do not 
leave him as friends.”’ : 
A Helpful Preacher. 

Such workers are generally practical talkers. 
Dr. Nelgon’s sermons, it may be surmised 
from his daily life, are more helpful than doc- 
trinal, more practica! than theoretical in char- 
acter. When the emergency arises though, 
there is no doubt that he can strike powerful 
blows in the defense of the church; that with 
verba! weapons he can crush schism and con- 
vince doubters. 

He and his wife are delightful] conversation- 
alists. Mrs, Nelson is said to be especially 
adapted for the performance of the social 
duties that would fall upon her as the wife of 
the bishop of Georgia, THomas GAMBLE. 


THEY DISCUSSED SOCIALISM. 


And the Majority of Speakers Were Social- 
ists. 

Wasuineton, November 18.—Rev. Reese 
F. Alsop, D.D., of Brooklyn, N. Y¥., opened 
the second day’s proceedings of the Protestant 
Episcopal church congress this morning with 
an address on socialism. 

The Discussion of Socialism. 

The discussion of socialism showed a great 
difference of opinion among the delegates, 
but developed the fact that quite a number of 
them were ready to avow .themselves social- 
ists. Dr. Alsop, first speaker, urged adhesion 
ta the present system of social economies, He 
did not belieye that the present conditions 
were 80 bad as they were made out to be, 
Thrift had its reward, enterprise rarely failed 
to reap its profit. Labor thrift, cupi- 
tal and enterprise had wrought 
wonders, seconded by inventive genius. 
Under socialism he = believed there 
would be a dimunition in the productive 
power of the world. Every one of the socialis- 
tic authors was bitterly opposed to invest- 
ment. George was the leader in that move- 
ment. To expect thrift and well-being to 
result from such theories would be to expect 
astream to rise higher than itssource. He 
combatted the cry that the rich were growing 
richer, and poor poorer. Interest and profits 
wero steadily diminishing. The tendency of 
capital was to push down prices and 
so help the consumer, who . was 
the laborer. 


of trusts and vast monopolies, which 
should be checked, he said, out of every hun- 
dred eggs a goose laid, 90 per cent at least 
went to the workmen and not more than 10 to 
the capitalist. . 

Professer Gould, of the Philadelphia Diyinity 
school, did not believe this thing of trying in 
business to get all and Jeave your competi- 
tor-nothing, wasthe:proper spirit. The com- 
munity which consumed the dealer’s products 
was steadily pressing for cheaper prices and 
the dealer gave them cheap products-cheap 
and nasty. Adulteration was general, busi- 
ness was a deception and fraud and Jabor 
suffered, wages tending to a bare living rate, 
with nothing but work and sleep for the 
laborer. 

The great ev31 was not that part of the peo- 
ple were made to be poor, but that those who 
came together in churches were so poor in 
spirit socialism sought to have the community 
take all the business into its own hands. 
There were advantages in it, but its serious 
evil was the destruction of individuality. 

Rev. H. M. Bartlett,of Monteharin, Del.,, 
the next speaker, declared that, given Chris- 
tianity, democracy wassure tocome. After 
demooracy, socialism would come, The writ- 
ing was so plain thatall could read. It was 
nh within the present century that the 
worid’s fourth estate—labor—had come to be 
appreciated. It wasimpossibie tosay what 
forms socialism in its development would 
take, It might be sometimes ridicuious and 
sometimes dangerous, That had been true of 
religion and of ali reformatory growths. 

An Avowed Socialist. 

Rsv. A. W. Sprague, of Charleston, Mass., 
said a great number of the objections against 
socialism were based upon an absolute miscon- 
ception of its principles. He was himself 
avowedly and openly a socialist. Hig belief 
was founded not on political economy alone, 
but upon his faith in desus Christ. He felt 
that the fundamental principles of socialism: 
were theideals of Christianity. The funda- 
mental principle of the old system was selfish- 
ness; every nan wasio look out for himself 
and think only of himself. That was the 
business maxim, Socialism said we were not 
to carry on business for individual profit, but 
it demanded the best service of al!. Socialism

' insisted that God had not stultified Himself 


when He said ‘‘Love thy neighbor as thyself.’ 
The Aim ef Socialism. 


Rev. William Prall, of Detroit, Mich., 
spoke of the prevailing discontent among the 
laboring classes based on their belief that 
they failed to receive their share of the world’s 
wealth. The aim of socialism was justice, 
equality of opportunity and possession. The 
duty of the church was not to teach men to 
be good for moshing. but good for something; 
good tohelp their fellow men. Not only were 
nolitical economists going over to 
the socialists, but so were the 
jurists. Chief Justice Coleridge had 
delivered a mort significant opinion 
which showed the trend of the judicia! mind. 
The principles of Christianity and socialism 
were the same, except that Christianity went 
further than socialism, went further than jus- 
tice and even to mercy. | : 
An Oppesite View. ' 

Rev. Dr. Kirkus, of Baltimore, said he was 
very sorry to find himself in an almost hope- 
less minority.

AND THEY TALKED OVER THE MATTER. 


Tom Watson Says if Cleveland Is Nomi- 
nated, Georgia; with Other Southern 
States Could Not Be Carried, 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., November 18—[Spe- 
cial.}--The Farmers’ Alliance is bothered 
about three things. The first and most im- 
portant isthe lack of funds. Try to hide it as 
they will, the organization seems to have Jost 
in numbers during the past year. This is 
shown by the fact that a large number of sub- 
alliances have failed to come forward with 
their dues, and the consequence ig that the 
work of education is greatly hampered by the 
scarcity of money.. 

The most notable loss, it is said, was in 
Kansas, while there has been a considerable 
diminution in membership in some of the 
southern states. Even in Indiana there has 
been a painful lack of interest, as indicated 
by the refusal of a large number of 
members to pay their annua! dues, 

The third party matter is also a bone of 
contention. There is no doubt that the senti- 
ment in favor of independent political action 
is much stronger than it was last year. The 
new movement now has a large number of 
champions from the south, most of them be- 
ing men of great inflaence and standing. 
This is particularly the case with Georgia. 

Tom Watson on Hand. 

Congressman Tom Watson, of the tenth 
Georgia district, is here and he is an ardent | 
advocate of the new party, He is backed up 


by State Senator Ellington, the leader of the }. 


alliance in the Georgia legislature and vice 
president of the Georgia State Alliance. In 
fact, 
openly fighting thé third party § is 
Congressman Livingston, who is 3]so president 
of the alliance of that state. 

Most of the Texas men favor the new move- 
ment, and the majority of those from Texas 
and Arkansas are the same way. Ala- 
bama, South Carolina, and most of the other 
southern states are against it, 

The National Union, 

The third cause of trouble is the National 
Union, a gigantic organization with which it is 
proposed to eontrel the merchandise of the 
farmers all over the country, and establish 
stores in every cityand town, This scheme 
is being bitterly fought by the Reform Press 
Association, which has a large delegation here. 
The convention will un@oubtedly endorse the 
Qcala platform, subtreasury scheme and 
all, although some of the delegates, | 
and particularily McAllister, of Ten~ 
nessee, and Hall, of Missouri, afe 
fighting it. They will not be able to accom- 
plish its defeat. It is also worthy of note that 
the men who are against the .subtreasury 
scheme are, with one or two exceptions, 
against committing the alliance to a new 
party. 

, The People’s Party Men. 

The most active contingent here is the peo- 
ple’s party. ‘ They are working night and day 
to get some expression from the alliance and 
the. Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association 
which will induce the farmers to act with 
their party. All the leaders are here, and 
they are very hopeful that they will get what 
they want. Of course the alliance will not di- 
rectly endorse a third party movement, but 
the matter will come up in_ the 
shape of a resolution requesting the alli- 
ance members of congress to refrain 
from entering the caucas of either the repub- 
lican or democratic parties. This would put 
Livingston and others whoclaim to be alli- 
ancemen in anawkward predicament. 

At this stage of the fight the people’s party 
element seems to have the best of it and they 
are working their acvantage for allit is worth. 
Taubeneck, chairman of the people’s party 
national committee, is a leading member of 
the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association, and 
he is expected to look after that branch of the 
farmers’ movement. The Kansas men who 
are here deny most emphatically that their 
party lost ground in the recent electiorf 
in that state. Jerry Simpson, in explaining 
the matter today said: 

“The returns show that the people’s party 
made an increase of 10 per cent over their 
vote of jast year. In many localities the re- 
publicans and democrats combined. Of course, 
we were not able to cope with boih of them. ° 
Last year we had the co-operation of the demo- | 
crats on our congressional tickets while this 
time we had to goitaione. I think that the 
people’s party is stronger in Kansas today than 
it ever was.” 

Watson’s Opinion. 

Congressman Watson, of Georgia, remarked

The Funds Are Short. 

Macune's resolution to reduce representa- 
tion one-half is likely to pass, and ‘gives no 
end of uneasiness to delegates who have come 
here with a narrow allowance of funds. It 
has developed that the treasury is nearly 
empty, and unless representation is reduced 
there will not be enough money to pay all the 
delegates, the alliance having been falling off 
in many states and the state ailiances have 
been unable to furnish their quota of assess- 
ment to the national body. 

At the Reform Press Association meeting 
this morning it was decided to permit mem- 
bers who gave their adherence to the main 
Eactples of alliance, to advocate or oppose 

‘hatever minor ideas they please. 

The Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association 
was in secrét session till l o'clock this after- 
noov on routine business. 

The State Agents. 

The state agents this morning adopted the 
Roachdale plank, whieh contemplates cash 
sales at alliance stores and a division of protits 
among the patrons. This is regarded as a 
black eye to the Union company. Rumors of 
seandalous sevelations in regard to the action 
of certain alliance leaders are yet floating 
Srna but no publications have yet been 
made, 

That portion of the executive commistee of 
the peaple’s party now here isin almost con- 
tinuous session. Is efforts are mostly directed 
toward the consolidation of the various in- 
dustrial bodies, in the hepe of getting a final 
endorsement of the third party idea at the Feb- 
ruary meeting. 

Leaving for Heme, 

The people's party men are still confident of 
carrying their point. The Farmers’ Mutual 
Benefit Association is having a hard ime over 


en. the matter of funds. About half the organ- 


izations are delinquent, and there is ne money 
fer the delegates. As a consequence, the Ohie 
delegation left for home at 1 o'clock, and 
many more threaten to leave this afternoon 
and evening, unless the matter is adjusted. 
As no means of adjusting the matter has been 
sented, it seems probable that the Farmers’ 
Jutual Benetit Association part of the pro- 
ceedings will soon come to an end. 

In the alliance Macune’s resolution cutting 
down the representation two-fifths because of 
low finances was adopted. 

Delinquent States. 

In the Farmers’ Mutual Benefit Association 
itis found that many states are delinquent, 
Ohio being among the number, Today a 
resolution was passed notto admit the Ohio 
delegates until the delinquency was made 
good, The Ohio delegates would not pay up, 
and aftera long wrangle the operation of the 
resolution was suspended in their case. 


Thus far everything is chaotic in the highest 
degree. Thereis no enthusiasm, so little, in 
fact that the open meeting announced for this 
morning was not held for lack of attendance. 

The Business Agents’ Association today 
adopted the Roachdale system of selling for 
cash instead of selling on credit, and divid- 
ing the profits with patrons—alliance stores 
to be supplied as heretofory by the Commer- 
cial Union, 

The Reform Press, 

The Reform Press Association decided to 6s- 
tablish an advertising agency in New York for 
the exclusive benefit of reform papers, of 
which there are now 1,360. 

It was also decided to establish a plate print- 
ing house. The location of this last institution 
was not fixed, but it will probably be at St. 
Louis or Cincinnati.

MoAllister’# Letter. 

Early in the morning session |President 
Polk laid before the convention an official 
letter addressed to him last night by Chair- 
man W, 8, McAllister, of Wisconsin, request- 
ing to be heardin behalf ef the complaints 
and protests of the anti-subtreasury alliance- 
men. The letter, although courteously worded, 
produced the wildest confusion and disorder. 
*We don’t want 
to‘hear anything from McAllister. He has 
done more to destroy us than all our enemies 
put together. Down with his trick to sow dis- 
cord among us.” 

The Committee of Five. 

Colonel Livingston moved to appoint a com- 
mittee of five to meet the anti-subtreasury 
committee and hear their protests and report 
to the supreme council. 

Mr. McDowell, of Tennessee, moved to 
tabie Coicnel Livingston’s motion and bit- 
terily attacked McAllister, alleging that he 
was here in the interest of Wall street, the 
eastern press and the anti-alliance democracy 
of the south. 

Mr, Terrell, of Texas, opposed the motion to 
table, saying there was a large and respecta- 

le crowd under McAliister’s umbrella, whose 
complaints should be heard and considered.

FIGHTING FOR TERRITORY. 


Virginia and Tennessee at War Over a Strip 
of Territory. 


KNnoxyitie, Tenn., November 18,—[Spe- 
olal,|—A, number of prominent lawyers of 
Virginia and Tennessee are in the city en route 
to Cumberland Gap, Tenn. 

Their mission is an important one to Ten- 
nessee and Virginia. 

They go to. the place named, where they 
will spend several days in taking depositions 
in the suit of Virginia vs, Tennessee, now 
pending in the supreme court of the United 
States. 

The states have been in a dispute for several 
years over a slice of territory along their border 
line, from Kentucky to Nort Carolina. 
Virginia claims this territory and is suing to 
recover it. The territory in dispute amounts 
to between eight hundred and one thousand 
square miles, being about eight miles deep an 
some one hundred and fifty miles long. If 
Virginia should win, she will get nearly one- 
half of six counties, including the prosperous 
one of Bristol, the town of Cumberland Gap, 
the big Louisville and Nashyille railroad 
tunne!, several gniles of Knoxville,Cumberland 
Gap and Louisville railroad and the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railroad. 

The country involved is rich in mineral, 
timber and coal, and the Old Dominion is 
fighting hard to gain it. It is expected that 
the case will be heard next March or April, 
Tennessee resists on the ground that a line 
which has stood undisturbed since 1802 should 
not be disturbed now. Virginia ciaims that 
she has never acquiesced in the line and that 
the matter has a! ways been in dispute. 

On this territory in question, it is thought 
there are about thirty-five thousand souls. If 
taken from Tennessee it would not affect the 
state politically, nor would it affect Virginia 
materially, as the votes are about evenly di- 
vided between the democrats and the repub- 
licans.

New Yor«, November 18.—Cotton futures 
opened at seven to nine points advance, be- 
came unsettied, presently declined, oe 
steady at one to two points decline on near an 
partially one point deciine on late months 
from yesterday’s closing prices.

Twenty Degrees Below Zero Recorded at 
Minnesota Points, 


HEAVY LOSS OF CATTLE AND STOCK, 


Hundreds of Acres of Wheat in the 
Shock Buined. 


RECORD OF THE FLAMES YESTERDAY, 


Fire Destroyed Nearly 9 Million Dollars’ 
Worth of Property at St. Paul—The 
Losses Covered by Insurance. 


Sr. Paci, Minn., November 18.—Reports 


are still coming in in regard to the cold wave. _ 


At many points the weather is as cold as that 
usually recorded in midwinter. 

The limit has been reached at Red Lake 
Falls, at which place a fall of 20 below zero is 
reported. Sand Centre reports 12 below; 
Crookston 14; Barnesville 10, and Hallock 16. 

South Dakota suffers intensely, the register 
in that state being all the way from 4 to 16 
below zero. There was considerable delay to 
trains, and the excessively cold weather came 
so suddenly that it found people in many 
places short of coal and with their stock al- 
most wholly unprotected. 

From the Sioux reservation and points on 
the Migsouri river come stories of loss of stock. 
Many cattle were frozen. 

David Hali, of Sully county, lost 3,000 head 
of sheep. Reports from North Dakota say the 
temperature is very frigid as far east as Min- 
nesota., The ground is so thoroughly frozen 
that no further attempts can be made at fall 
plowing. Reports as to the condition of the 
wheat crop are conflicting. 

Those sent out b¥ the railroads report nearly 
all the wheat in shock has been threshed, and 
that wheat in the stack can be threshed any 
time. Correspondents, howeyer, give @ far 
less glowing view of the situation saying 
hundreds of acres are in shock and can be now 
used for nothing except feed in straw. The 
latest reports from various points indicate that 
the backbone of the wave is broken. , 


WORK OF THE . FLAMES, 


Nearly a Million Dollars of Property De- 
stroyed in 8t. Paul. 

Sr. Paur, Minn., November 138.—St. Paul 
last night suffered one of the most disastrous 
fires in ite history, the buildings daniaged 
being those of Griggs, Cooper & C€o., whole- 
sale groceries, and Farwell, Osman, Kirk & 
Co., wholesale hardware. The total loss is es- 
timated at from nine hundred thousand to 
one million dollars, The losses are govered by 
insurance, The building occupied by the two 
firms is a brick and stone structure five stories 
in height, and has a frontage on Third gtreet of 
300 feet and on Broadway of 200 feet. Griggs, 
Cooper & Co., occupy two-thirds of the build- 
ing. The tlamestirst made their appearance 
at 11:44 o’clock in the fourth floor of Griggs, 
Cooper & Co's building. 

The burned block extended on the south 
side of Third street from the corner of Wasouta 
to within tifty feet of Rosabel. It is five 
stories high, and belongs to D. C. Shepard. 
It was estimated to be worth $200,000. The 
losses are estimated as follows: Farwell, 
Osmun & Kirk, $400,000, insurance, $150,000; 
Griggs, Cooper & Co., loss, $350,000, insur- 
ance, $350,000; loss on building, $200,000, cov- 
ered by insurance; total loss, $950,000.

The Jury Declares His Killing of Hudson 
Justifiable.

Mr. Louis H. Pattillo is a free and happy man 
tonight. 

He has been acquitted of the charge of the 
murderof Mr. Charles H. Hudson, and is 
thoroughly vindicated before the public. 

‘The jury returned averdict of not guilty at 
8:10 o’clock tonight after being out one hour. 
The jury, upon retiring, took a ballot and the 
count stood eleven for acquittal and one for 
manslaughter. 

Without mach further disagreement, on the 
second ballot, the jurymen stood unanimous 
for acquittal, 

A member of the jury said this man, who 
stood alone for manslaughter, it is claimed by 
the jury, wasin favor of acquittal all along, 
but expressed himself for manslaughter to 
guy ajuryman who was very pronounced in 


| his verdict for acquittal. 


Acquitted on Self-Defense. 

None of the facts in the case save those 
having a legal basis were considered. The 
law in the case, as ably expounded by Judge 
Twiggs and Mr. Lamar, was the point 
on which it was decided. It was 
the law with reference to provoca- 
tion and self-defense. Solicitor Boykin 
Wright based his only hope on controverting 
the point, which was sustained in this particu- 
lar. He contested every inch of ground. His 
argument was the most able he ever delivered 
in a Georgia court. He made special prepara- 
tion in this case, and fought it from the begin- 
ning to the end with bulldog determination. 
The speeches of Mr. Lamar and Judge Twiggs 
were matchless, and elicited most flattering 
compliments from the bar avd audience. Their 
management of the legal intricate questions 
involved was simply overpowering and con- 
clusive. 

How the Verdict Was Received. 

Mr. Pattillo received the expected verdict 
with folded arms, and immediately stepped 
forward tothe jury box and returned his 
grateful and sincere thanks to them. Mr. 
Pattillo was afterwards surrounded by his many 
friends, including the officers of the court and 
jurymen, who heartily shook his hand, and 
congratulated him upon his success in being 
cleared of soserious acharge. The trial lasted 
exactly three days. 

A Sad Feature. 

One of the saddest features of the Pattillo 
trial was the sorrow and privation oneof the 
jurors suffered in being prevented from per- 
forming a sacred duty.

SOME BRILLIANT BILLIARD PLAYING. 


The Wizard Madea Run of Highty-Seven 
in the Balk-Line Game,but the Young 
Man Made a Better One, 


Ives 800.'

That was the score at the close of the second 
night’s play betwen the billiardists. The 
champion is away behind in the 1,200-point 
game which ends tonight.

Asa slight tes- 
timonial of the great esteem and veneration 
in which he was held, the entire city will be 
draped in the embiems of mourning dur- 
ing the progress of his funeral, and 
all the civic and military ne ye ger of 
the city, both white and colored, will follow 


his remains to the grave. 


Colonet Tift leaves behind him a heart- 
broken wife, whose head, like that of himself, 
is silvered with the touch of many winters, 
and others constituting a large family con- 
nection. 

Wolonel Tift was conscious up to the Jast 
moment of his existence, and twenty minutes 
before his death made inquiries concerning the 
results of the conference of the railroad com- 
missioners and railroad officials he!d in this 
city yesterday in relation to the erection of a 
union passenger depot. Colonel Tift, 
every sense of the word, was a model 
man, and his life was one well 
worthy of imitation by the young men of the 
present. As a business man, he had few 
equals, which statement is borne out by the 
accumulation of an immense fortune, every 
dollar of which has been coined by legitimate 
investment and unerring judgment. Colonel 
Tift was an earnest member of the Episcopal 
church, and his entire life was in harmony 
with the most exhalted morality and Christian 
charity. He was a generous-hearted man, and 
no one ever sought him~ for help 


in distress, but that he opened his 
purse and gave them liberally out of his 
abundance. Our city has lost ita best friend, 
for next to his wife and family, Albany was 
first in his thoughts, and its present beautiful 
proportions can but be regarded as @ monu- 
ment to the splendid attributes which went to 
make up his well-rounded character.

ages of Tobacco. 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, OFFICE OF INTERNAL 
REVENUE, WASHINGTON, D.C. November 4, 1891.— 
To Collectors of Internal Revenue: Manufacturers 
of tobacco, in marking the gross, tare, and net 
weight of packages of tobacco, should include in 
the gross the full weight of the package and all 
its contents. The tare should include the weight 
of the pail, lining, covering, etc., so that the tare 
subtracted from the gross will give the net weight 
of the tobacco contained therein and expressed 
by the rs Great care should be exer- 
cised by the collectors to prevent foreign articles of 
any kind being included in.the packages. A 

ractice has grown up, which seems to be on the 
increase, by which manufacturers have included 
in statutory packages many foreign articles. This 
practice should be discontinued. A package of 
tobacco means a package containing tobacco and 
nothing else. 

You will please notify the manufacturers in 
your district of the necessity hereafter fora full 
compliance with the terms of this circular.

., PLANS READY 


For the Home for the Friendless in 
Atlanta. 


THE COMMITTEE IS HARD AT WORK, 


Andin . Short Time the Building Will Be 
Under Way—The Lot Has 
Been Purchased. 


——___, 


The plans of the proposed Home for the 
Friendless have finally been agreed upon. 
Work on the building will begin as soon as the 
trustees feel justified, by the receipt of sub- 
scriptions, to order it. 

Expectations in this line have not been re- 
alized so far, but the delay is considered only 
temporary, and the trustees hope to begin the 
building very soon. : 

The cstimated cost of the home was 
$12,000 or $13,000. Of this amount $2,700 
has been paid in all already, $3,300is in 
good subscriptions which will be paid when- 
ever called for, $3,000 was subscribed by 
the Ladies’ Industral Union and $1,000 was 
realized from the ladies’ restaurant at the 
Piedmont exposition. The remaining two or 
three thousand dollars necessary for the work 
was expected to be raised by further prie 
vate subscriptions. , 

The present delay is caused by the failure 
to receive the $3,000 subscribed by the ladies’ 
union. Thisis no fault of the ladies, how- 
ever, as they based their subscription upon the 
sale of a piece of property which they own 
on Ivy street. This property is said 
to be worth probably seven thousand 
dollars, and it is not likely the ladies 
will have any trouble in disposing of it. 

Indeed, several offers have been received 
for it already, but the ladies are holding it for 
higher figures. Atany rate, the sale cannot 
be delayed very long, evenif it has to go at 
some sacrifice, and as soon as that occurs the 
subscription will be paid with the first money. 
Then the new home will be begun at once. 

The Home for the Friendless now owns a 
suitable lot on which to build, situated on 
Randolph street and Highland avenue. It is 
150x131 feet, and cost $2,400. A lot better, 
the trustees say, could not be found. 

The plans for the building were about the 


fourth submitted tothe trustees. Mr. W. T. 
Downing, the architect, has designed a model 
building for neatness, comfort and durability. 


The other plans offered were all of good build- 


ings, but for one reason or another were not 
suitable. One plan fora three-story building 
pleased the committee very much, but it did 
not feel justified in incurring the additional 
expense of a third story. Besides, in the 
emergency of fire, or of falling out windows 
and relling down steps, it was thought a lower 
building was safer for children. : 

The style of architecture of the accepted 
home is the Florentine. The building wiil be 
about 60x100 feet. The foundation consists of 
eight courses of stone—probably of granite 
base, veneered with white marble. The walls 
will be of the new style of buff Milwaukee 
brick. The roof will be flat andthe cornice 
prominent. In ‘this will be constructed garret 
ventilators for hot weather. A front portico 
of one story will be built into the house, ap- 
proaching whick are eight stone steps. 

The details of: the interior arrangement of 
the house wese planned by the ladies. In 
discussing thg first plans submitted, they 
so thoroughly investigated the wants of 
the home and its various appointments that 
the present building was planned without 
trouble in accordance with those ideas. 

The lower story has been planned largely to 
suit the industrial department, as that will be 
carried on in connection with the home, as 
formerly done by the Ladies’ Industrial Union. 
Com modious school, sewing and laundry rooms 
have been designed for that special object. 
The school and dining rooms are 19x30 feet 
each. There is also on the first floor an office, 
@ reception room, storeroom, pantry, linen and 
general supply closets and a kitchen. 

The second floor has a girls’ dormitory 
30x32 feet, one for boys about 19x30 
feet, double nurseries, matron’s rooms, 
clothing and storerooms, sickroom, two at- 
tendants’ rooms anda rvom for closet and 
bath tub. Each of the dormitories has, in ad- 
dition, large separate bath and dressing rooms 
adjoining. 

The hallway on both floors is about 70x10 
feet, and has front and back stairs for general 
convenience and safety in case of fire. 

Altogether, the building is planned for its 
service and comfortableness, rather than for 
style or ostentation, and, when completed and 
furnished, it cannot fail to be a sure haven of 
rest and protection for Atlanta’s friendless.

IN IT ONCE MORE. 


The East Tennessee Goes Back Into the 
Association, 


AND THE OTHER LINES ARE GLAD. 


But There Is No Rejoicing Among the 
Rustlers Who Enjoy the Liberty 
of Free Lancedom, 


The East Tennessee is back in the Southern 
Steamship and Passenger Association. 

The announcement was the sensation of the 
day in railroad circles yesterd@y. All the 
other lines were as happy asa father over his 
first baby. The East Tennessee drew out last 
August. At the time Mr. Fink stated that 
the withdrawal was chiefiy because his road 
was not in the union depot in At 
lanta, He did not know what 
might happen, and he did not want 
to be hampered in the event of complications, 
The East Tennessee people are the hustlers of 
southern railroading. They are alive and 
awake all the time, and are just the sort of 
folks who enjoy the liberty of being free lances, 
even if they do not abuse the privilege. But 
the other roads wanted them back. 

Under date of November 4th Commissioner 
Thomas A. Carter wrote Vice President Henry 
Fink, saying in the course of his letter: 

Tam pleased to see that the East Tennesece, 
Virginia and Georgia trains are now frinning into 
the union depat at Atlanta. 
vexed question of tarminal facilities here is defi- 
nitely settled to your satisfaction, Ilask that you 
willat once renew your membership With the 
Southern Passenger Association. 

I am induced to bring the matter to your atten- 
tion at this time by the strained relations existing 
between certain members of this association com- 
peting with the East Tennessee, Virginia and 
Georgia raitway and the latter road. ‘There has 
been more or less irritation between the East 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railway 
and its competitors in this asso- 
ciation for some months past, with ‘an 
oecvasional. violation of established rates; pas- 
senger rates at points competitive with the Kast 
Tennessee, Virginia and Georgia railway are rap- 
idly becoming unstable, as this association is

sickness from contagious or epidemic diseases, to 
report to the parent or guardian and to the super- 
intendent of public schools of said city, the exist- 
ence and nature of such contagious or epideinic 
disease, and any attending physician who shall 
fail, refuse or neglect to report as aforesaid, shall 
on convictic n thereof, be finedin a sum not ex- 
ceeding $100, or imprisoned not exceeding thirty 
days, either or both, in the discretion of the Court, 

See. 2. Any parent or guardiah who shall in said 
city knowingly pérmit a child to attend the public 
achools of said city, when Said child has a conta- 
gious or epidemieé disease, or when either of such 
said diseases €Xistina fainily or household, in 
which a child of 8chool age reBides, shall on con- 
viction thereof be finedin a sum not exceeding 
$100, or 1 prisonment not exceeding thirty days, 
either or both, in the discretion of the court. 

Sec. 3. That the authority is hereby conferred 
upon the board of education of said city to pre- 
scribe when, and undér what evidence a child 
may be refused adinission to, or if already ad- 
mitted, discontinted from attendance tupon the 
public schools of said city, and when an upon 
what evidence readmitted tosaid public schools 
by reason of such child having, or having had 
a contagious or epidemic tlisease, or when either 
of said diseases have existed, or shall exist in a 
family or household in whieh such child of school 
age resides. 

Sec. 4. That all ordinances, or laws in conflict 
with the foregoing provisions of this ordinance 
be, and the same are hereby repealed. Adopted 
November 5, 1883. - 

Rule 64. No pupil known to be infected with 
any contagious or infectious disease, or coming 
from a family where any such disease prevails, 
shall be received vr continued. in the public 
schools; nor shall any pupil! be adinitted into any 
public school without giving satisfactory evidence 
of having been vaccinated.

Our Weather Map. 

During the season of unsettled weather 
this paper will have the best weather service 
in the country. 

THE CONSTITUTION has arranged with the 
United States weather bureau for the prepa- 
ration at 11 o’clock every night of an official 
weather map, showing clearly the conditions 
prevailing throughout the country at 8 
o’cluck p. m. 

The map will be accompanied by a_ brief 
explanation which will make its features 
clear, and will show what the resulting 
weather is likely to be. 

In most cases the map will leave little 
doubt as to what the weather of the next 
two days wili be. Generally, with the map 
before him, every man may be his own 
weather prophet. Sometimes the conditions 
are so complex and conflicting that no one 
but an expert would hazard a_ prediction. 
To cover sach cases, the map will, in every 
instance, be accompanied by an official fore- 
cast, based on that particular map, and made 
especially for this region. 

The map is based on observations taken 


in all parts of the country at 8 o’clock p. m.° 


and telegraphed to Washington, where they 
are summarized under the direction of Major 
Dunwoody and sent by special telegram to 
the Atlanta station, reaching here between 
10 and 11 o’clock. From this data, Mr. 
Park Morrill, the forecast official for Geor- 
gia, makes the map, a reduced copy of 
which is printed in THe ConsTITUTION. 

We call especial attention to the clearness 
and accuracy of the map. No such result 
has keen attained by any paper heretofore 
in presenting a chart of reduced scale. Al- 
though but a miniature of the large charts 
from which they are taken, these maps show 
the weather conditions effectually. As a 
rule, marked changes of weather like rain- 
storms or cold waves, are visible in the west 
two days before they reach us. 

We are pleased to see that Professor 
Mark Harrington, chief of the weather 
bureau, and his able assistant, Major Dun- 
woody, are taking great interest in Georgia 
weather. They have given Mr. Morrill 
twenty-five additional sets of instruments to 
be placed in the hands of observers for the 
Georgia state weather bureau now being 
organized. This number, with those already 
in use, will give forty-five well-equipped 
observers as a beginning for the state service. 
The value of this service will be fully appre-. 
ciated when we reach the season for floods 
and cyclones. | 


How to Stop Train Robbing. 

The New Orleans Picayune agrees with 
us that the only way to stop train robbing is 
to make it a capital offense and require the 
train men to go armed all the time. 

Our contemporary, however, does not 
think that this will ever be done. It says: 

We see no remedy for the evil of train ro! bing. 
The corporations are not wi.lingto undertake the 
cost of maintaining an armed posse on every 
train. Such guards are sometimes put on fora 


short while, butas soonas the incident grows 


cold all precautions are relaxed, and the robbers, 


who are waiting for just such an opportunity, | 
embrace it, and while they are getting away with | 


their plunder the news of another robbery 
furnishes another item of sensational interest. It 
would, at least, be worth while to make train rob- 
bing a capital crime. As it is, any term in state’s 


public always ready to take the side of the worst 
criminals, will always be short if the- rascals do 
not have early opportunity to escape. Hanging 
train robbers would have a good effect. The fear 
of imprisonment does not deter them. Of course, 
if afighting breed of express messengers and 
postal railway clerks could be secured the rubbers 
might fare differently. ° 


We are inclined to take a more hopeful 
view of the situation. The American peo- 
ple are equal to any emergency, and when 
they demand it they will force the railway 
corporations to provide efficient safeguards 
for travelers and property in transit. 
When public opinion favors the death pen- 
alty for train robbing our lawmakers will 
give us a statute that will fit the case. 

Train robbing is a crime that causes every 
citizen to feel a sense of personal danger. 
When he trusts his person or his property to 
the care of a railway company he feels that 
degree of ti sy pean st aaa 
inconvenient to epics hp om 
it may savor of cruelty to 
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capital crimes, but the people are going to 
have their way about it, and they will force 
the government and the corporations to pro- 
tect them at any cost. 

The train robbers will soon be driven out 
of business. In another year or two they 
will find it abselutely necessary to engage 
in less hazardous enterprises. 


The Water Supply Question. « 

The water question is a more serious 
matter in New York than it isin Atlanta, 
and this is saying a good deal. It is so se- 
tious, indeed, that The New York Tribune 
candidly admits that the situation is not 
due to any trick of the Tammany tiger, 
though it may well be supposed that the 
tiger, after dining off Fassett, would be 
thirsty enough to lap up the city’s entire 
supply. Nevertheless, in this instance the 
tiger has restrained himself, and The Trih- 
une boldly admits that the water famine is 
the result of natural causes. - 

Last Sunday the engineers of the Croton 
aqueduct estimated that there were only 
eight or nine days’ supply in the varioug 
resovoirs, while the only additional supply 
isa flow of about fifty million gallons a 
day in the Croton river, while the daily 
consumption of the city is 130,000,000 gal- 
lons. According to these engineers, a rain- 
fall of two inches during the present week is 
required to avert the theatening famine. 

At this juncture The New York World 
has stepped in with a proposition to give 
General Dyrenforth, of rainmaking fame, 
an opportunity to repeat the experiments 
which he made in Texas. The World proposes 
to bear all the expenses attending the tests, 
and this means that they will be carried out 
on a larger scale and in a more satisfactory 
way than those that were made under the 
auspices of the government. General Dy- 
renforth has offered his services gratis, and 
he is said to be sanguine of success. 

The experiments, which will be carried 
on under the auspices of The World, are to 
be conducted on the Croton watershed, and 
they will be similar to those undertaken in 
Texas by the government, only they will be 
more elaborate. General Dyrenforth is 
anxious to undertake the matter, but says a 
delay of a week will be necessary to prepare 
the apparatus. In addition to the twenty- 
five balloons required to carry the explosives 
into the upper air, ten artillerymen from 
Fort Hamilton or Governor’s island will be 
secured, and the attack on Old Humidity 
will be made from ten stations on the Cro- 
ton watershed. The explosions, it is said, 
will be the most pertentous ever made in 
the open air, and it is thought that the 
domicile of Humidity will be thoroughly 


shaken. 
* There will at least be one interesting and 


instructive result of these experiments, and 
the country may as well prepare itself. If 
they are successful, the so-called scientists, 
with their humbug theories, will rush into 
print to say that the success is accidental, 
and if it isa failure, they will show why it 
There is nothing more entertaining 
than so-called scientific chatter, based on 
nothing and tending nowhere. 

Like New York, Atlanta has ‘a water 
problem, but our water board and our citi- 
zens propose to solve it, if possible, without 
calling in the services of the professional 
They propose to go where the 
supply is practically unaffected by droughts. 


An Issue Anyhow. 

‘We propose,’’ say some of our dem- 
ocratic friends, ‘‘to postpone the silver ques- 
tion until after the election.’’ When we ask 
them how such an issue is to be postponed 
they do not give usavery fluent reply. 
They are evidently of the opinion that the 
way to postpone is to ignore, but we do not 
see clearly how such an effort is to succeed. 
Governor Campbell had some such idea, 
and with all his might he ran away from his 
party platform. We have witnessed not 
only the performance, but the result of-it, 
and theve isa moral in it that ought not to 
be lost on the democratic party of the 
nation. ‘‘But,’’ some of our democratie 
friends may say, ‘‘the Ohio democrats were 
unwise enough to put the objectionable 
matter in their platform. We will not have 
itin the national platform, and then we 
will not have to run away from it.”’ 

There is a distinction here with a differ- 
ence. The Ohio election was a state affair, 
and there was no special reason why the sil- 
ver plank should have been placed in the 
platform. Yet it was a manifesto, and 
when Governor Campbell deliberately ran 


| away from it he ruined his own chances of 


election without hurting the silver issue at 
all. Ina national campaign the platform of 
the party is supposed fo appeal to the whole 
country by figuring forth the sentiment and 
purposes of the democratic organization. To 
iguore the silver question in that platform 
is not only to give the cold shoulder to a 
large majority of the voters of the country, 
but is to publicly ignore one of the leading 
issues, 

We contend that any effort to ignore this 
issue will simply make it more prominent. 
After handicapping themselves the dem- 
ocrats will be compelled in the end to face 


| it, and the handicap may have as disastrous 


a result as it had in Ohio. In agreat many 
states the party is pledged to the free coin- 
age of silver. It isa democratic issue, and 
is so recognized by every voter in the coun- 
try, and it will remain an issue even 
though the party handicaps itself by ignor- 
ing it. Asin Ohio, so on the larger field,

The 
latter had no money, but taking the 75 cents 
which the prisoner had in his possession walked 
all the way to Frankfort, where he obtained an 
interview withthe governor and secured the 
man’s pardon. Waikerthen went to the pent- 
tentiary and talked to a number of prisoners from 
Louisville. For the consideration of 10 cents 
each he agreed to deliver a message for each on 
his return home, and with the money thus col- 
lected bought a ticket for home. Walker has 
been known to give his last.cent to a hungry 
tramp while he himself was in need of food. 
He has often jv4)ked all the way to the workhouse 
with pardons for prisoners from whom he never 
expected to receive a cent as a fee. Walker would 
accept no gifts. A proffer of noney was promptly 
met with arefusal. He suffered alone, and asked 
and wanted nobody to share his troubles or listen 
to any tales of woe. Three children—Clarence E., 
Flonzo and Miss Blanche—survive the old man. 
They have now made all arrangements for the 
funeral. A few hours betore his death the un- 
fortunate old man, turning to his companion, Aif 
Peyton, said: ‘Alf, tell the boys to take my body 
when I die to Hardin county, and bury it on the 
hill which overlooks my mother’s grave.’ The 
request was communicated to the children, and 
will be complied with. The body was taken to 
Glendale today, and will be buried tomorrow.”

The facts are as follows: John Wise, aged 
fifteen ; Lawrence Salter, aged fourteen, and 
George Groom, aged fifteen, all cadets on the 
training ship Boscawen, stationed at Port- 
land, went berrying yesterday on the cliffs 
between that place and Weymouth. Groom 
became momentarily separated from his two 
companions, and, on returning, saw Wise 
lying prone, with his head projecting over 
the cliff, and looking down at something be- 
low. Groom leaned over and was horrified 
to see Salter writhing in agony on the stones 

Wise had taken advantage of Groom’s at- 
tention being diverted to pounce upon the un- 
suspecting Salter and throw him over the 
precipice, seventy feet high. Wise was énjoy- 
ing himself hugely, laughing and mocking at 
his late companion’s contortions. Groom ut- 
tered an exclamation of horror, whereupon 
Wise turned savagely upon him and seemed 
inclined to kill him also, which he could very 
likely bave done, as Groom was the smaller of 
the two. 

Groom realized his danger and made ce 
with the murderer, who refrained from killing 
him, as he explained, on condition that he say 
nothing of what he had seen. 

Wise and Groom returned to the ship, where 
Wise, forgetting his command to Groom to 
keep silent, himself told the commander when 
asked where Salter was, that he had killed 
him. The boy laughed heartily as he told the 
horrified officer how the crime was committed. 

“Larry squirmed lovely,” he exclaimed, 
with glee. 

Groom confirmed the story of Salter’s fate, 
and a party was at once sentin search of the 


missing lad. They found him not yet dead, as |, 


had been thought by Wise and Groom, but 
dying. He moaned, “Oh, my back, my back,”’ 
and while he was being conveyed to the Port- 
land prison infirmary he died. His back and 
nearly every bone in his body had been broken 
by the terrible fall.

Lieutenant Frank Spencer, of the At- 
lanta Rifles, Quits. 


MANY REASONS ASSIGNED FOR THE ACT. 


Did the Recent Court Martial Have Any- 
thing to Dowith It?—Will Captain 
M. B. Spencer Resign AlsoP 


Mr. Frank Spencer, first lieutenant of the 
Atlanta Rifles, and one of the best known 
milita:y men about tuwn, has written his 
resignation. 

It is now in the hands of his brother, Cap- 
tain Macon B. Spencer, commander of the 
Atlanta Rifles. The resignation was written 


early yesterday morning, and mailed to Cap- 


tain Spencer immediately after. 

It is a very short paper, and gives no 
reasons for this step of the promising young 
military man. 

It naturally caused talk, and after it was 
noised about the city much speculation was 
indulged in as to the cause of the resignation. 
The talk and interest over the matter were, of 
course, greater among military men. 

One of the first reasons assigned as a causé 
for Lieutenant Spencer's action, by the specu- 
lative gossips, was the use of his name in 
connection with and the ill feeling among the 
members growing out of the recent court mar- 
tial. 

It is a well-known fact that since the 
charges were preferred against Messrs. 
McMillan and Appler, that there has been 
two factions in the company. A number of 
the members of the Rifles sided with the two 
accused and still others believed Captain 
Spencer was righ’. At the court martial some 
emphasis was made on the fact that Captain 
Spencer had called his brother, Lieutenant 
Spencer, to witness the refusal of young 
Appler to drill when numerous other mem- 
bers of the company were near by.: This fact 
was sworn to at the trial, but is denied by 
Lieutenant and Captain Spencer. It 
is suggested that this fact and 
other unpleasant facts resulting 
from the court martial caused the resignation. 

Of course, other miner reasons have been 
advanced as being possible causes, but none 
are satisfactory.

Distinguished Pastor of Atlanta 
Passes Away in Detroit. 


one of Atlanta’s most prominent divines, is 
dead. 

The distinguished gentleman passed away at 
his home, in Detroit, vesterday morning. Mr. 
L. B. Nelson received a telegram informing 
him of the sad news of the death of his former 
beloved pastor. : 

Dr. Eddy came to Atlanta in the spring of 
1884, in obedience toacall by the Piedmont 
Congregational church. He had just served for 
nearly tifteen years as pastor of the First 
Congregational! church of Detroit, Mich., and 
his coming to Atlanta was regarded as a de- 
cided compliment to the. congregation which 
called him.

The divine immediately showed an ability, 
earnestness and worth which endeared him to 
the many who knew him.

In 1887 
his health began to fail, and this, combined 
with fis old age, caused the gentleman to 
move back to his homein Detroit and retire 
from active life.

Dr. Eddy had not visited Atlantasince then. 


' When Dr. Sherril! was installed a few weeks 


ago, the divine was invited tabe present, and 
it was his intention to accept,\but his health 
would not permit it. When the news of his 
death became known among the members of 
the congregation of the Church of the Re- 
deemer yesterday, there was universal sorrow 
among them, and one and ail felt the deepest, 
sincerest grief. 

A more beioved pastor never presided over a 
church. 


Dr. Eddy was seventy-five years of age, and‘ 


had devoted a great part of his life to the ser- 


vice of God. His work was able and untiring, 


and his self-sacrificing career always bore early 
fruits. The Congregational church has lost an 
excellent Jeader, Detroit and Atlanta an un- 
usually faithful and splendid gentleman. 

Dr. Eddy leaves a son and threé daughters.

City Court. 


| THREE HUNDRED'AND THIRTY-TWO CASES 


Filed—Judge Van Epps Tries Some Suits 
of Interest—Echoes of Return Day. 
Gossip of the Departments. 


The heaviest docket of cases in the history 
of the city court of Atlantais that of the De. 
cember term, 1891, being the record of cases 
just filed. 

Some four hundred and thirty-two cases 
were brought to this one term alone, many of 
them, indeed, most of them, involving heavy 
litigation. ; 

Three hundred and seven cases were brought 
to the June term, 1891, making for this single 
year some seven hundred and forty cases. 

This is unprecedented. 

Judge Van Epps, even if he sits in two di- 
visions, with Judge Westmoreland to help 
him, as he is authorized to do, under an act of 
the last legislature, will find it a weighty job 
to work off all this business next year. 

This is one of the many indications of the 
growth of the city, and especially of the busi- 
ness of the city court under the present ad- 
ministration. 

The number of cases filed for the year 1886, 
the first year of Judge Van Epps’s administra- 
tion, was 205, and the dockets have been 
steadily increasing ever since, until they have 
reached their present. proportions. 

The Superior Court. 

In the superior court, Judge Marshall J. 
Clarke presiding, the case of F. W. Miller & 
Co. vs. F. M. Coker was resumed yesterday 
morning. 

It was alleged .by the plaintiffs that the de- 
fendant signed the contract to sell them 250 
shares of Westview cemetery stock at $30 a 
share; that the stock was to be purchased for 
Robert J. Lowry; that Mr. Coker did not de- 
liver the stock according to contract, and re-

In the case of Wynn vs. Conklin, which was 
taken up Tuesday, the jury returned a verdict 
for the defendant. This was a suit for $5,000 
for personal injuries to the plaintiff, a boy, 
who cut off two of his fingers in the defend- 
ant’s shop while using a pair of heavy shears. 
The evidence failed to establish carelessness 
on the part of the defendant; hence the ver- 
dict in his favor. 

In the case of Frank E. Block against J. J. 
Falvey, the facts of which were given in yes- 
terday’s CONSTYTUTION, the jury gave the 
plaintiff a verdict for $119.14. 

The case of the Atlanta Bridze Company vs. 
J. C. Wilkins & Co., was entered ‘‘settled.”’ 

In the case of.F. A. Pittman vs. A. L. Beck, 
which was aftraverse to the answer of a gar- 
uishee, the jury found against the traverse. 

The case of F. A. Pittman & Co. vs. Will- 
iam EK.

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TRITA CLARK INSANE. 


The Victim of @ Stepfather’s Brutal 
Treatment. 


ORDINARY CALHOUN HEARS THE CASE. 


A Pathetic Story—The Little Girl in Court. 
Mrs. Brittain’s Statement—She 
Needs Raiment. 


Little Zetta Clark, the victim of Ponder, a 
story of whose cruelty toher THe Constirv- 
Tron has told already, will be an inmate of the 
insane asylum in a few days. 

Yesterday morning she was adjudged to be 
insane by a jury before Ordinary Calhoun, and 
this afternoon she wi!] be sent to Milledgeville. 

A pathetic drama was enacted in the court. 

The little girl was present, but her brutal 
stepfather, Walter Ponder, was far beyond the 
reach of the hand of justice. 

Mrs. Brittain, Dr. Green, the Rev. Virgil 
Norcross and half a dozen others were inter- 
ested in the proceedings. 

Scantily clad ina threadbare calico dress, 
without underskirts, and covered by an old 
cloak that reached nearly to her heels, and 
wearing a faded blue cap, trembling and 
frightened, the child cuta sad plight as she 
faced the twelve jurors who were to decide 
whether she be sane or demented. 

Mrs. Brittain, of the King’s Daughters, had 
rescued the poor girl from want and suffering. 
Her gentle kindness had so touched Zetta’s 
heart that she clungtoher. She testitied in 
the most affecting way her love for this noble 
woman. 

“T love you, Mrs. Brittain, because you are 
so kind to me, and I don’t want you to leave 
me,”’ cried the child. 

Ordinary Calhoun addressed the jury as fol- 
lows: “Gentlemen, Mrs. Brittain has sued 
out a writ of lunacy, averring that to the best 
of her knowledge and belief, Zetta Clark, the 
girl you see before you, is a person of unsound 
mind, and as’ such should bo seni to the 
asylum. It will be your duty to determine 
this. Captain Manly and Mrs. Brittain are 
the only witnesses.’’ 

Mrs. Brittain told in simple language the 
pathetic story of a stepfather’s brutality and a 
delicate child’s sufferings. She had found the 
girl in a distressing condition in a house on 
West Peters street some five weeks ago. Then 
she seemed all right mentally. The girl had 
told her that she had been stolen by Ponder 
and that he was in Tennessee at the time, she 
thought. ‘‘She was glad when I rescued her,’’ 
said Mrs. Brittain, ‘‘and has seemed very fond 
of me eversince. I am convinced that the 
girl is of unsound mind and should be placed 
where she can have the best medical atten- 
tion.’’ Mrs. Brittain’s statement impressed 
the jurors. 

Captain Manly’s statement was much the 
same as that of Mrs. Brittain. 

The girl was asked several questions and 
her rambling, incoherent replies were evin- 
cive of her mental weakness. 

The jury soon decided that Zetta Clark: was 
a person of unsound mind and should be com- 
mitted to the retreat for the insane. 


It was brought out that the child was al- 


most without clothing, actually suffering for 
wearing apparel. One of the jurors, Mr. An- 
derson Harville, received his dollar and at 
once gave it to Mrs. Brittain for the girl. 

Mrs. Brittain asks that all persons who feel 
inclined to help the child send clothing or 
other articles for her to the Providence in- 
firmary, where the child will be held until to- 
night.

NEW YORK, November 18.—The stock market today 
was somewhat more active than that of yesterday, and

The market shows 
evidence of avery large short interest both here and in 
London, while speculators are operating for a decline 
inthe main. Operators who pay for tneir stocks, as 
well as the more prominent of the street operators, are 
known to be buying at every material reduction. Lon- 
don figures this morning were all lower, and traders 
sold the list at the opening on the strength of the 
aspect ofthe foreign market. But while foreigners 
were small sellersat the opening, they soon turned 
buyers, and berond those purchages there was buying 
power which advanced Grangers, Coalers and Vander- 
bilts materially, helping along the rest of the list. 
The gains extended in these shares to 2 per cent, but 
Richmond aud West Point stocks were sluggish, and 
the reports that a preferred dividend would be passed 
precipitated an attack upon all securities of this road.

It Reveals in the Mail Robbers’ Own 
Writing 


THE WORK OF STRATTON AND BOALAN, 


—-—e 


The Hieroglyphics Deciphered by Judge 
Will Haight—What Two Little 
Notebooks Will Do. 


It doesn’t always pay to trust to ciphers for 
secrecy. 

A notable instance was brought to light yes- 
terday. 

When Stratton, Boalan and Armstrong, the 
three notorious mai] robbers, were brought to 
the station house several weeks ago, their 
pockets were searched, asis customarily done 
with all confined in the city prison. 

Among other contents were found two little 
notebooks, containing memoranda in diary 
form. : 

One of them belonged to Stratton; 
the other was Boalan’s. Both of them were 
kept for future use. 

But it seemed as though they would never 
be of any benefit either to the detectives or 
any of the government officials. 

The writing was all done in “‘ching-chang."” 

This was a special alphabet arranged by the 
mail robbers, It was something like a cross 
between Greek and English in appearance, but 
not a single letter was understood. 

The books were taken in charge by Inspec- 
tor F. P. Roeffer. He and several others went 
to work trying to decipher the hieroglyphics, 
and spent hour after hour over the puzzling 
job. : 

They had never seen anything like it, and 
their task was a difficult and exceedingly 
patient one, For all that it 
availed them nothing, for up till 
yesterday, neithes Mr. Koeffer nor any one 
who had worked at the unintelligible signs, 
had the slightest conception of their meaning. 

Yesterday morning Judge Haight was 


way the United States commissioner went to 
work to interpret them. Ina few minutes he 
came across seven letters, which, from their 
position and the date under which they were 
written, he guessed to stand for “Atlanta.”’ 

The judge worked on carefully, and directly 
made another bold venture. Two words were 
placed together, and, by comparison with the 
letters in Atlanta, he made out a portion of 
‘*Merchants’ bank.’’ He hazarded this as his 
second guess and proceeded. 

No one wasever more successful. The in- 
genious commissioner soon had the whole 
problem solved. The mystery was tnraveiled, 
and before noon he was spelling out all of the 
contents of the notebooks. 

Their meaning was instantly seen to be im- 
portant. 

It was an autobiography of Boalan and 
Stratton for the past year or more, and chron- 
icled their doings—the cities they had visited, 
the banks they went to, the checks they 
cashed and their specific amounts—and their 
travels in general were written down and laid 
open to the judge and those about him. 

What proved valuable was the fact that it 
tallied in every instance with the charges 
brought against the men, and was even more 
complete. 

Inspector Roeffer took the little tell-tales, 
was initiated into their mysteries and stored 
them carefully away. 

They will prove of the utmost importance, 
when Stratton and Armstrong are brought up 
for trial, as the strongest kind of evidence. 

As for Boalan, every possibile effort will be 
made to.capture him and bring him before the 
bars of justice, especially since this additional 
testimony has been unearthed against nim. 
The shrewd fellow has escaped; the cook who 
lent him the Keys to the outer door of the 
Nashvilie jail has gone with him, while osten 
sibly in pursuit on Monday, but he has an 
army of men at his heels, who will leave no 
stone unturned to get him again; and the offi 
cial whom he and his pals bribed. 


Every Man to His Trade. 

The old adage “Every man to his trade,’’ has a 
Sharp value and something of the Anglo-Saxon 
ring, butin the subdivision of labor incident to 
civilization every mother becomes a nurse.

And Dissent from a Number of the 
Council’s Ordinances. 


THE SALARY OF COUNCILMEN STILL $600 


Citizens of Whitehall Street Will Not Get 
That Reduction—Church Property 
Taxation Comes In for Discussion. 


The board of aldermen met in regular ses- 
sion yesterday morning. 

The meeting was held a day earlierthan 
usual to allow Messrs. Hutchison and Wood- 
ward toattend the Savannah river congress, 
which convenes in Augusta today. 

The board failed to agree with the council 
inanumber of instances, and several ordi- 
nances of interest were non-concurred in 
by it. 

The issue of 250 water honds for $1,000 
each; the selection of the Green site for the 
new reservoir, and all other action pertain- 
ing to the furthering of the work on the new 
waterworks, were fully concurred in, 

& There was nota dissenting voice when the 
various ordinances on the subject were read. 

The board seemed anxious to hasten the 
matter, and did not hesitate to approve of all 
that the council had done. 

Stays Where It Was. 

The ordinance making the salary of council- 
men and aldermen $500 came up. As ex- 
pected, it produced lively discussion. 

Mr. Rice was squarely opposed to any in- 
crease of the original amount, $200. So 
was JMr. Hutchison, and these two gentlemen 
stated so. 

But there came co-operation from an un- 
looked-for quarter. 

Alderman Woodward, too, didn’t like the 
ordinance. He was unwilling to have the 
former $600 reduced any, thinking that little 
enough for a member of the council to receive 
in compensation for his services to the city. 

Asaresult, the ordinance failed to pass, 
and they will get the $400 increase. 

Didn’t |Get It. 

The citizens of Whitehall street will not 
have their wishes gratified. 

Several days ago they petitioned the council 
for some consideration in fixing the assessment 
for the recent paving done on that thorough- 
fare. They paid their prorata share for the 
macadam and when the rocks were taken 
away and belgian block put down the residents 
thought that there should be some reduction 
made in their assessment; especially as the 
street was all right until the Consolidated laid 
double tracks and did some necessary grading. 

An ordinance was passed on Monday al!- 
lowing 25 cents per front foot deduction as 
compensation for the old rocks. 

The aldermen yesterday killed it. 

The board considered it not alone 
a bad precedent, but illegal, and refused to 
concur. 

Opposed to It. 

Church property will not be as exempt from 
taxation as council wished. 

The ordinance was, that the marshal be 
directed to withdraw the advertisement pend- 
ing for the sale of churches, church iots, par- 
sonages and church school property for taxes 

‘for sewers, sidewalks or other street improve- 
ments, until further order for advertisement. 

The board of aldermen disapproved of the 
granting ofall of these privileges and con- 
curred only in so far as the ordinance related 
to the tax on parsonages. 

The matter was discussed at some length. 

They Liked This. 

The property purchased by the 
city for city taxes and assessments for curb, 
etc., that has been held for a yearisto be ad- 
vertised for sale on January 1, 1892, and will 
then be sold atypublic outcry tothe highest 
bidder. 

This was passed up by the council and fully 
concurred in yesterday. 

Several other ordinances of minor import- 
ance were passed, and about noon the board 
adjonrned.
